Three  services  will  be  held 
during  the  afternoon  to  acccom- 
modate  the  students,  according 
to  Larry  Nelson,  president  of 
the  Lutheran  Student  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  first  will  be  at  12:30 
p.m.,  the  second  at  1:30  p.  m. 
and  the  third  at  5  p.m. 

The  service  will  last  about 
thirty  minutes  and  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  by  a  group  of  students 
from  the  local  LSA. 

Wartburg’s  observance  is  a 
part  of  thousands  of  such  serv¬ 
ices  which  will  be  held  by 


Christians  in  the  colleges  and 
universities  of  literally  all  the 
countries  in  the  world. 

The  international  observance 
is  sponsored  by  the  World’s 
Student  Christian  Federation, 
which  unites  Christian  groups 
in  over  seventy  countries 
around  the  world. 

Since  1895  the  third  Sunday 
in  February  has  been  set  aside 
by  these  same  Christian  fellow¬ 
ships  as  an  occasion  when  pray¬ 
ers  are  made  to  God  for  the 
spiritual,  physical  and  intellec¬ 
tual  welfare  of  students,  teach¬ 
ers  and  academic  institutions  of 
higher  learning.

Mo. 

Winner  of  the  regional  tournament  will  travel  to  Evans¬ 
ville,  Ind.,  for  the  finals  March  9  through  11  at  Roberts 
Stadium. 

Wartburg  is  currently  carrying  a  2-3  won-lost  record  in  NCAA 
tournament  post-season  play.

Seeking  Social  Status 


When  the  Student  Senate  convenes  Monday  evening 
it  will  have  an  issue  on  the  agenda  which  may  mold  the 
future  for  a  portion  of  campus  life. 

North  Hall,  a  housing  unit  for  men  on  campus,  has 
filed  a  petition  with  the  solons  to  become  recognized  con- 
stiutionally  as  a  legal  social  organization. 

This  petition  has  been  on  the  docket  previously 
this  year  and  at  that  time  the  student  legislators  re¬ 
jected  the  bid  almost  unanimously. 

After  referring  the  request  to  the  student-faculty 
committee,  student  government  officers  turned  it  back 
to  the  North  Hall  men,  ruling  that  their  organization  had 
no  specific  purposes. 

Now  the  group  has  presented  the  petition  again,  com¬ 
plete  with  a  list  of  purposes.  Arguments  pro  and  con  sur¬ 
round  their  action. 

North  Hallers  feel  that  they  can  help  raise  gen- 
neral  campus  spirit  with  their  group  and  also  under¬ 
take  several  service  projects  that  will  benefit  the  en¬ 
tire  campus. 

Government  leaders  feel  that  the  same  end  might  be 
reached  as  a  dormitory  unit,  thus  eliminating  two  sets  of 
officers,  two  treasuries,  etc. 

A  constitution  for  such  an  organization  appears  com¬ 
pletely  superfluous  to  the  current  campus  setting.  At  the 
present  time,  we  are  overburdened  with  organizations  and 
clubs  that  exist  in  name  only. 

If  one  group  were  legalized,  more  would  follow  the 
same  pattern.  As  students  spread  themselves  thinner  and 
thinner  in  more  groups,  each  group  would  grow  weaker 
and  weaker.  The  Senate  should  act  to  prevent  this.

Overtime  Victory 
Makes  Mark  16-4 

Wartburg’s  Knights  pushed 
their  season  record  to  16-4 
Thursday  night  when  they  trav¬ 
eled  to  Cedar  Falls  and  topped 
Iowa  State  Teachers  College  69- 
62  in  an  overtime  battle.
